of Hard Rock Hotel and Casino New 
England to be located on the campus of 
the Exstem States Exposition, not far 
from the border of Agawam, 

‘The single-phased resort property 
‘would be created on a dedicated 38-acre 
area of the Exposition’s eastern parcel, 
according to a statement by Hard Rock 
International. 

‘The other applicants include MGM 
Springfield: Penn National Gaming, Ine. 
Plainridge Racecourse: Wynn, LLC: Mo-

Councilors are expected to vote on two res 
olutions regarding School Street Park. One is 
the appropriation of $1.8 million in Commu- 
nity Preservation Act funds for phase 2of the 
School Street Park project: the other to accept 
for a $400,000 in Parkland Acquisitions and 
Renovations for Communities (PARC) grant 
from the Executive Office of Energy and En- 
Vironmental Affairs.

Soldier On plan requires ‘minor revisions’

AGAWAM ~ Soldier On, a project meant 
to provide veterans with affordable housing 
units, was forced to go back for a modifica 
tion of the comprehensive permit received 
by the Zoning Board of Appeals recently 

Modification was necessary after the plan 
approved by the planning board and zoning 
board of appeals required minor revisions. 
‘The revisions were required by the Massa 
chusetts Historical Commission, which is 
providing some funding for the project. 

In a Jan. 4 decision, the Planning Board 
voted unanimously to send a letter of support 
to the ZBA, which makes the ultimate deci 
sion on the comprehensive permit 

‘The $12 million project needed revisions 
outlined by the commission, including pres 
ervation of the interior historic lobby on the 
first floor as well as the seating/stage in the 
auditorium located on the second floor, all of 
which are considered historically significant. 
Also, a rooftop addition should be reduced 
in size and shifted toward the rear of the 
building. 

‘According to historical commission offi 
ils, the shift is being requested to “elimi 
nate potential visual impacts that would 
detract from the historic aesthetic of this 
structure.” 

‘More changes were suggested after MHC 
acknowledged that its requests would result 
in a lower amount of dwelling units, origi 
nally set to be 54. 

‘Also suggested was another two-story ad: 
dition in the rear of the structure, but hidden 
from view of Westfield Road. A redesign 
‘and adjustment of the unit layouts and kitch: 
en located in the building interior were also 


recommended. Finally, modifications to the 
overall site plan to accommodate the other 
changes were requested. 

TThe new building addition will be approx- 
imately 600 square feet of impervious area 
over the original approved plan, the permit 
application states. However, with the chang 
ces made by shifting other parts of the plan, 
there will actually be 160 square feet less of 
impervious area built upon. 

‘As a result of the changes, the plan was 
‘modified to have $3 units instead of its origi 
nal 54, 

No changes were made to the parking, 
twaflie low, internal circulation, landscaping, 
or amenities offered atthe location, 

Soldier On creates housing for low and 
moderate-income veterans. The facility be 
ing built in Agawam is located at 702 South 
Westfield St. the former site of a police 
training academy. 

Massachusetts Historical Commission 
possesses some oversight of the building due 
to its historic credit. 

‘The planning board made a 4-0 decision 
Jan. 4and the board of appeals was expected 
to begin discussing the matter at its meeting 
held Jan. 14, 

‘The building is being redesigned by engi 
neer James M. Scalise Il of SK Design Group 
Inc, of Pittsfield, The former academy build 
ing was constructed around 1900, 

‘The plan was reviewed the Engineering 
Department at Agawam Town Hall, who 
made some minor recommendations to the 
plan for water lines and sewer connections.

‘We really have no say, technically.” said Cohen. “West 
Springfield is ultimately going to vote on whether or not 
they want a casino there.

‘Those concerns include potential impacts on businesses 
and school safety. One of the biggest issues, however, is 
traffic, which will almost certainly be impacted. 
‘We deal with the traffic problems for 17 days now with 
the Big E and we don’t get anything from it.” said Cohen 
Both he and Theroux emphasized that Agawam will be 
strongly seeking financial compensation in the form of 
revenue sharing from the project.

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Sickness starts early in Agawam

AGAWAM ~ The Centers for Disease 
Control recommends that everyone six 
‘months old or older receive a vaccine against 
influenza every year. Thanksgiving is a tra 
ditional seasonal marker by which many 
people knock this off their “to do” list. 

‘Thanksgiving has long since passed, and 
the entire nation is having a nasty 2012-2013, 
flu season so far. Agawam's Public Health 
Nurse, Sherry Petrucci, spoke recently about 
its impact in this town, 

Petrucci, who has held her position in 
1998, woulda’t say that ths isthe worst year 
she has seen. The 2009-2010 season — the 
fone that featured the HINI strain — was 
also very bad, she said, But the two seasons 
between then and now were mild in their im: 
pact on Agawam residents, 

Flu season typically starts in the early 
‘winter, and can continue well into the spring 
with the peak usually being around mid: 
March, This season the crunch came earlier 
than usual, and in terms of laboratory con: 
firmed cases, there have been 20 cases in 
Agawam already. 

"The lab-confirmed numbers understate 
the actual incidence of the flu, however. If 
‘patient goes to his or her doctor presenting 
symptoms, the doctor will often diagnose 
and treat it as flu without requiring lab test 
ing at all. Such “clinical” diagnoses don’t 
center into the figures the town's health office 

‘Thus, officials believe 20 lab-confirmed 
ceases is an impressive number indicating 
a significant incidence of flu, By contrast, 
there were zero lab-confirmed cases in Aga: 
wam during the fu season of 2011-2012, 
said Petrucci, 


She said that the town has exhausted its 

supplies of the vaccine for this year although 
‘some of our local pharmacies may still have 

some.” There, to0, though, supply is low. 

Get a shot if you can, yes, “it’s never too 
late," but if you can’t get a shot, there are sen: 
sible precautions you can take in your daily 
life, she said. Wash your hands regularly 
and thoroughly. Also, if you are in the habit 
of rubbing your eyes, nose, and mouth: it’s a 
good idea to break yourself of that habit. 

People who are concerned about not 
spreading the flu should remember to cover 
their mouths and nose (preferably with fab- 
ric rather than with their hands) when they 
cough or sneeze, and to stay home from 
work or school when they do have symp. 
toms, Also, clean off surfaces that will be 
handled by others, such as telephones, toys, 
or doorknobs onto which you have coughed 
or sneezed, 

There have been thousands of confirmed 
cases of the flu in Massachusetts this year 
‘The interim Commissioner of the Massachu 
setts Department of Public Health, Dr. Lau 
ren Smith, has said that fortunately the fu 
vaccine this year “has shown to be a particu: 
larly effective match against the dominant 
strains of influenza currently circulating.” 

Although sometimes confused with the 
common cold (a less serious condition) the 
flu is distinct in its symptoms. The cold al: 
‘most never presents with a fever, and is more 
nasal. A flu sufferer often feels sick and sore 
throughout his entire body, and usually the 
illness does involve a fever. 

‘The Department of Public Health has also 
created @ pamphlet, “Flu; What You Can 
Do,” that may be of assistance to people 
who are caring at home for someone with flu 
symptoms. Copies are available at Agawam 
‘Town Hall 


People often confuse a cold and the 
flu, The two viruses, though somewhat 
similar in symptoms, are not the same. 
A cold generally includes just a stufly/

Best defense is a vaccine, officials say

REGION - Record high cases of the flu 
epidemic have health officials urging lo- 
cal residents to get their flu shots. 

“We are at least four times over the 
normal year,” said Carol Wojnarowski, 
fa registered nurse and infection control 
manager for Holyoke Medical Center, in 
terms of the amount of patients treated for 
the flu and flu-like symptoms, 

‘The majority of patients treated at the 
hospital are from Holyoke, however, 
residents from South Hadley, Granby and 
Belchertown have sought the hospital's 
services for the flu, as well as residents 
from Agawam, Springfield and West 
Springfield, 

‘And as for any signs of the flu season 
slowing down, Wojnarowski said no. 

“The last three weeks have not at all 
lost steam,” she said, “Since Christmas, it 
hhas been very high-volume. The volume 
thas not gone down.” 

‘The best defense against the flu, said 
Wojnarowski, is a flu shot. 

‘Composed of dead virus cells, the flu 
shot assists the body in producing anti- 
bodies for when it comes in contact with 
the actual flu virus 

‘The flu shot is never 100 percent effec- 
tive. (The Centers for Disease Control and. 
Prevention estimate this year's flu shot is 
about 62 percent effective). But, Wojn- 
‘arowski dispelled any rumor that the flu 
shot actually gives the flu to the person in 
‘which itis injected, 

‘Although, “what is surprising us.” she 
said, “is the amount of people that have 
been vaccinated who are still getting some 
severity of illness.” 

‘There is no shortage of the flu vaccine 
in the area. 

‘AS of the first week in January, 128.1 
million doses of the vaccine have been 
distributed, according to the CDC. Manu- 
facturers project 135 million doses of the 
flu vaccine will be created this season, 

“Get vaccinated,” said Wojnarowski 
“The season can go all the way’ to March, 
‘There is just so much around, you can still, 
‘get vaccinated and it would be a value to 
you.” 

‘Other strategies to implement in order 
to stay flu-tree include washing hands, 
covering your cough, and cleaning high: 
touch surfaces such as countertops, steer- 
ing wheels and grocery cart handles. 

“Most people can weather the storm by 
‘way of hydration and rest, rest, rest,” said 
Wojnarowski, 

‘Those who are sick should stay home 


from work so as to recover quickly and 
refrain from spreading the virus to others. 

She stressed the importance of infant 
safety, since newborns can’t be vaccinated, 
against the flu. 

‘We have to protect them,” she said. 
“Parents have to be very vigilant” in terms, 
of their own cleanliness and of those who 
handle their child, 

‘According to the CDC, all of Massachu- 
setts is reporting regional or widespread 
flu activity, Boston officials declared a flu 
emergency last week. 

“This is the earliest regular flu season 
we've had in nearly a decade, since the 
2003-2004 flu season,” said Dr. Thomas. 
Frieden, director of the CDC in a Decem- 
ber telebriefing on influenza activity. 

Frieden said this year's flu vaccine is 
very well matched” with the most com- 
‘mon type of flu strains going around, 
which are “influenza ‘a,’ H3N2 predom 
nant.” 

“That means that we did about as good 
as we could have done to put the right 
three strains of flu into the flu vaccines 
that are available on the market,” he said. 

‘The CDC analyzed specimens submit- 
ted by doctors to see which strains of flu 
are spreading. OF those specimens, 90 
percent are well matched with this year's 
fl vaccines, 

Frieden said years that are “H3 pre- 
dominant” are typically worse than other 
years 

“When there’s a bad flu year, and there 
are lots of cases, then there are more 
people who may have severe illness from 
that influenza,” he said, “It's not necessar- 
ily that that strain is more dangerous for 
them.” 

Recovery time from the flu is less than 
two weeks, according to the CDC. Most 
of those infected will see a “mild illness” 
and not require medication. 

However, there are certain groups of 
people who are more likely to battle com- 
plications resulting in hospitalization, 

‘Those who are at high risk for devel- 
oping complications from the fu, accord- 
ing to the CDC, include children younger 
than five and especially those under the 
age of two-years-old; adults 65 years old 
and older; pregnant woman, those who are 
‘morbidly obese, youths under 19 years old 
receiving long-term aspirin therapy and 
those who suffer from: asthma, Neurolog- 
ical and neurodevelopmental conditions, 
chronic lung disease, heath disease, blood. 
disorders, endocrine disorders, liver disor- 
ders, metabolic disorders and individuals 
with weakened immune systems, such as. 
those with cancer, HIV and AIDS.
